Buildings Throughout the Country 
Wrecked and Many Lives Lost. 


During the history of strikes by struc- 
tural iron workers in the United States 
in the last few years a great many build- 
ings have been wrecked and many lives 
lost. Many have occurred in New York 
City and vicinity, where the crimes of 
Sam Parks and his gang are still re- 
membered. 

Among the more important cases, more 
or less directly traceable to iron workers, 
are the following: 





On Nov. 29, 1905, an attempt was made!

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FREE SHOW DENIED NAVY MEN | 





They Posed for Moving Pictures and 
Now Are Asked to Pay for Films. 
The crews of the big battleships of the 

United States Navy may, not see the mov- 

ing pietures of the recent target shooting 


and shelling of the United States steam- | 


ship Texas after all. At any rate, not 
unless each crew subscribes $117.65, which 
is at the rate of 13 cents for the 905 feet 
of: film exposed by the company which 
made the films. 

It has been the custom of the crews on 
the large ships within recent years to 
have regular weekly = entertainments 
aboard ship in their assembly halls, con- 
sisting of music, boxing matches, and im- 
promptu vaudeville performances. The 
innovation proved so_ su¢cessful that 


nearly all of the crews added a motion | 


picture machine, and at, periodic intervals 
levy was made on the 
men to provide for this extra entertain- 
ment. And when the jackies and officers 
of the San Marcus, which was the name 
unéer which the old Texas received the 
broadsides of the marksmen, lined up for 
the hundreds of rolls of films, they 
thought, of course, that they would see 
themselves on those. self-same _ films 
Some time when the periodic motion-pict- 
ure entertainments came due. 

But the film-making company did not 
respond to the expectation by sending a 
few sample rolis of films free of 
charge, just to show their apprecia- 
tion of the exclusive® privilege grant- 
ed them by. the - United States Navy, 
and when the tars of the old Texas, 
who were ‘scattered to’ all’ the- ships 
of the navy, asked whether the ex- 
pected film had been delivered they 
were always told that the films were 
evidently rot yet completed. 

Yesterday, however, the blow fell. The 
compary wrote letters to each and every 
ship of the navy individually, stating in 
detail all the wonders of their creation 
and saying that the film will be for re- 
lease next Wednesday to all licensed ex- 
anenere ‘throughout the country. En- 
closed was the staggering suggestion that 
it would cost the sailors who posed for 
the pictures, as well as anybody else, at 
the rate of 18 cents per foot, being $117.65 
for the entire film. 

One of the navy vard officers seen yes- 
terday liberally expressed his views, and 
said that he was unofficially, but hon- 
estly, expressing the sentiment of the en- 
tire navy. ‘‘ What do you think of that? 
he said. ‘‘ First they ask us to trim ship 
and stand at attention so that they can 
get a good picture of us, and then they 
want to charge us 18 cents a foot for the 
privilege of seeing our faces reproduced 
on celluloid. The money which we take 
in at the ships’ entertainments goes to a 
relief fund for the sailors. That picture 
company will never get any money out 
of us. Nor do we intend to see the old 
films in the moving picture theatres. 
We're going to boycott them, and if they 
ever try to take another picture we'll 
turn our backs.”’

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, April —There were ap- 
parently no storms of consequence during Sat- 
urday in the northern hemisphere, although 


pressure continues comparatively low with un- 
settled weather over Eastern Siberia, off the 
Asiatic Coast, in Alaska, and from the West- 
—_ Atlantic Coast northeastward through Ice- 
land From the Middle Atlantic eastward 
through Continental Europe and Westefn Si- 
beria marked high pressure tin ames with gen- 
erally clear weather. 

A moderate and very” poorly ‘aetined depres- 
sion that moved from Lake Michigan to the 
Souch Atlantic Coast since Thursday night has, 
in connection with a well-marked area to the 
northward, caused persistent though not heavy 
rains from the Ohio Valley eastward, with some 
little snow.

Gov. Dix Declares They Should Have 
a Greater Share jn Public Affairs. 


SYRACUSE, April 22.—‘'There is an ev- 
er-growing necessity of business men—and 
especially young men—taking an active 
interest in the affairs of government,” 
declared Gov. Dix to-night, speaking at 
the banquet of the United Commercial 
Travelers of America. 

“One of the serious defects of our 
times grows out of the fact that Amert- 
cans regard themselves as too busy to pay 
attention to the history and needs of 
their Nation and State, or even of the 
county or city in which they live. We 
must inculcate a spirit of patriotism that 
will express itself in unselfish public serv- 
ice. 

_ Except perhaps in the turmoils of a 
Presidential campaign the: average man 
gives little thought to public questions. 
The progress of the Nation, the welfare 
of the State, the soundness of business 
conditicns, the happiness and prosperity 
of himself and all he holds dear, may 
depend on the proper solution of econo~- 
mic and political questions. Yet too often 
he. remains indifferent. 

“It is your business and your duty to 
know what governmental reforms are 
needed in your municipality and in your 
State. I only ask you to study public 
questions and decide for yourselves the 
theories and principles of good govern- 
ment that in your judgment will best con- 
serve the liberty and progress, of the State 
and Nation and promote the upli :

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NEW: ITALIAN’ PROGRAMME. 


Giolitti, Among Other Things, Pro. 
poses Cutting Down Civil Service. 


RCME, April 13.—The programme of 
the new GtHolitti Cabinet has been ac- 
cepted by the Italian Chamber. Some of 
the items have already been annvunced 
by cable, but altogether the statement 
has not created any particular interest. 

The main features of the programme 
imclude the electoral reform bill. which 
would extend the franchise to all Italian 
citizens over 21 except those who, under 
JO, have neither done military servite 
nor can read or write: the payment of 
Deputies; and pensions for old age cr for 


those incapacitated otherwise from labor, 
the funds to be provided by a Govern- 
ment monopoly of all insurance. The 
most.important proposal, however, from 
an economic point of viéw., is that for the 
reduction of the number of civil servants 
of Italy, which would Sreatiy simplify 
the business of the country. But it 
seems doubtful whether Italians will take 
enough interest in the question to dis- 
cuss the measure. 

Signor Giolitti also promised fegislat! on 
in regard to maintaining a surplus in 
public finance by - resisting greater ex- 
penditure. He added that the army and 
navy would continue to recetve the same 
maintenance, and that the relations be- 
tween State and Church would remain un- 
altered. He also announced that meas- 
ures would be proposed for improving the 
status of magistrates and for facilitating 
the course of justice.

Manufacturers and mercharts have 
pretty generally come to the conclusion 
that no brisk revival of trade is to be ex- 
pected immediately, and a unanimous 
policy of running establishments on a 
basis of close economies and of acquiring 
stocks only for near-by distribution is in 
evidence. For a few coming weeks it is 
probable that business wiil continue in 
this mind, because it is normally a mid- 
season; the great crops that will furnish 
the buying power for Autumn's move- 
ment of goods are doing finely, but are 
still subject to possible weather difficul- 
ties; Congress is in with tariff 
changes under discussion. 

For all this, it is n@table that there is 
no weakness in evidence, and that a very 
large traffic in merchandise moves along 
without regard to prevailing opinions. 
The railroads are using more freight cars. 
The banks make an immense aggregate 
of clearings of checks. Merchants’ stocks 
are everywhere low, and they must send 
erders to wholesale centres frequently. 
In this healthy state of things is the 
surety rood business when it 1s 
thought best to start up. 

The lateness cf the season has had its 
immediate effect on trade, and this is 
something of a damper upon enthusiasm. 
The opening of early Summer will prob- 
ably act as a stimulant, and as there is 
general hopefulness of an upturn in the 
late Summer, it is not impossible that a 
continuation of news may so 
reassure enterprising spirits that the re- 
versal of opinion may with some 
suddenness.

So solid are the grounds of our belief 
in matter that Mr. John Tyndall, the cele- 
brated physicist, in his Presidential ad- 
dress before the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, at Belfast, 
Zreland, in 1874, said that in matter we 
have the greatest certainty of certainties; 
that matter is indestructible and eternal, 
and would.continue after we ourselves

rom the same chair the President of

But not 
content with that, our scientific friends 
tell us that matter after all is nothing 
but a ‘“ negative electron.”’ I leave the 
reader to guess what this is, and will only 
help him with the hint that we are ap- 
proaching that wonderful ether which fills 
all space and whose vibration gives. us 
all the electricity and all the light we 
have. 


These men are not mere 
philosophers, like Democritus or Bishop 
Berkeley, but as experimental observ- 
ers prove what they say, while they. go 
on to discover other wonders like that of 
a man talking across oceans without any- 
thing which can be seen, feit, weighed, 
Thus our poor bodily 
Senses do not report to us a tithe of the 
realities of the universe in which we live. 
For this we must use our brains, not our 
senses.

Now comes the all and ever-important 
question: the mystery of physical life. 
Well might Sir George Darwin, in the 
address just referred to, declare that the 
problem of physical life is as inscrutable 
as ever. His father, the great Charles 
Darwin, never ventured to speak of the 
origin of life on this globe, but only of 
the origin of species, restricting himself 
altogether to the visible forms. To the 
largest as well the most ancient divis- 
of the living kingdom, which con- 
tains that microscopic form of life, he 
That this, in actual bulk, 
much exceeds every other, is plain from 
the fact that while the visible forms, 
whether a tree or a whale, are neces- 
local, the microscopic forms are in 
all places where life is possible, whether 
water, or on land. 
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after its own kind. Yellow fever no more 
resembles hydrophobia than a horse re- 
‘sembles a fish. d 

Therefore the biologist, or student of 
life, finds himself in the realm of the in- 
conceivably ‘little. In that single cell with 
witch the elephant has to begin his phys- 
ical life there #8 a vast collection of neces- 
Sary things.” ; 

First, every one of the millions of celis 
of his future body must develop from that 
first cell. They are all constructed on the 
elephant-cell pattern, and according to no 
other pattern. Eacn cell must contain 
an even, never an odd, number, in its 
nucleus of those little bodies called 
chromosemes, and upon which heredity 
depends, because finally that first cell 
contains something which determines that 
it will grow into an elephant and not into 
a frog, according to its hereditary descent 
from the first elephant. 

As a result, the absolute absurdity of 
the supposition of the spontaneous gen- 
eration of life appears when we consider 
that it is not a living substance or thing 
which we are investigating, but a thing 
which can be a dot and then an animal, 
and then a dot again for any number of 
times. It would be easier to imagine @ 
watch spontaneously generating itself 
than for an oak to become an acorn and 
then an oak again, and so on through all 
the years of its geological period. 

Reproduction of like from like by means 
of an inconceivably complex series of con- 


nected changes is a characteristic of life 
It has not a single analogue in 
the non-living kingdom. There is no such 
thing as hereditary fire, though it may 
spread, any more than a hereditary 
glacier, however it may gréw by accumu- 


|lating snow and ice.

But for any animal 
on this earth with red blood it must. in 
order to live, have in its blood cells that 
definite substance ¢alled hemoglobin. 

Now a molecule of hemogiobin must 
contain the following number of different 
atoms in their due proportions, namely, of 
hydrogen atoms,.1,130; of carbon atoms, 
712; of nitrogen, 214; of oxygen, 245: of 
Sulphur, 2, and of iron, 1, or 2,304 atoms 
in all. Moreover, if that éne atom of iron, 
in its pé€culiar relation to the rest 
(“‘ masked,’”’ as some physiologists say) 
were left out, the animal could neither ab- 
sorb oxygen nor give off carbonic acid; 
in other words, it coula not breathe’ 

I once asked a well-known physiological 
chemist, himself of German extraction 
and educated in Germany, how could those 
atoms in a molecule of hemoglobin thus 
come together by chance. His brief reply 
was, ‘* D—n chance! ”’ 

But the complexity of hemoglobin is 
thrown into the shade by those chemical 
substances which medical 
discovered in the 
mechanism of immunity against infectious 
diseases. Thus some serious infectious 
diseases, such as smallpox, yellow fever, 
and typhoid fever, usually attack the same 
person only once. Hence he is said to be 
thereafter immune against them. With

Where blood relationship exists, but is 
distant, these reactions are proportionate- 
faint, but where no reactions occur 
there no relationship at all. Thus, 
geology indicates that birds are descend- 
ed from reptiles, and, oddly enough, the 
blood of a bird shows a distinct, though 
very faint, reaction with the blood of a 
Snake, but none whatever with that of a 
winged bat -or’ the flying squirrel}, for 
these are mammals.

These facts are quite sufficient to indl- 
cate how incgnceivably complex the prob- 
lems of iife are. It may seem strange 
that we cannot’ know what life is until we 
also know -what death is. Thus a stone 
never dies; but a flower, an insect, or a 
man dies sinmply beeause they once lived, 
and for no other reason. 

Death may ‘occur because of a great 
variety .of different causes, but none oft 
these causes explain just what death itself 
is.

able young halfbreeds to be seen in 
their serene bronze nudity at the doors 
of the cabins. 

It is difficult to estimate the general 
results of this mixture. The negro has 
the reputation of being idle, childlike, 
and kind except in his outbursts of rage. 

As I have said before, the vice of lazi- 
ness cannot be imputed to the Brazilian. 
It may be that African blood is partly 
responsible for the demonstrations of emo- 
tional impressionability and unexpected 
violence that sometimes take hold of the 
populace. 

I dare not carry this argument too far. 
Yet, to my mind, the mutiny of the crews 
of the St. Paul and Minas Geraés as of 
the troops of marines in barracks in the 
Island of Las Cobras, was largely due to 
the excitable African blood. 

The “governing classes’"* seem 
touohed by this infusion of bloed.” But 
for some reasor or other, their virtues 
and their defects seem remarkably well 
adapted to the corresponding character- 
istics of the masses. 

In every department of modern activ- 
ity, Brazil need have no fear of the criti- 
cism of Europe, for her heads of great 
undertakings can compare with any of 
ours. Even a short visit suffices to show 
that there is no lack of either intellectua! 
quality or business method. But the field 
is so vast that it would need innumerable 
legions to fully occupy it. 


Considered in this light, every effort 
appears totally inadequate in ‘comparison 
with the immense opening. Admirable 
laborers they are, none the less hard at 
work in their modesty and perseverance, 
with no wish to spare themselves, and 
asking nothing from the struggle with 
inanimate nature but ground for fresh 
hope. 

Does this imply that in certain. direc- 
tions of public action there is no waver- 
ing visible? How happy would modern 
society be if this could be said only of 
Brazil! 

Politicians are never in very high favor 
with the intellectuals of a country. I will 
say nothing against either the one or the 
other. The celebrated retort, ‘‘ Nothing 
is a wide field: 
some slight modification, be applied to the 
most gifted of men when they persist in 
riding the eternal hobby of the ideal, 
heedless of earthly conditions. 

Some of the problems with which hu- 
manity has wrestled. for centuries have 
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The more momentous ical questions 
of the ‘day relate to organization, there 
being no room for any serious attacks on 
principles that have been proclaimed and 
incorporated in the constitution of the re- 
public: It is in practice that difficulties 
gare mpt to occur. 

The empire Showed a marked tendency 
toward centralization. The republic. he- 
ing, like the United States, a federation 
of States, is based on the theory of pure. 
autonomy. But if the autonomy of these: 
States is to be more than a vain word 
some way must be found of constituting 
in each province of a territory which is 
eighteen times as large as France, and 
contains 20,000,000 inhabitants, unequally 
scattered over it, sufficlent force of fn- 
telligent determination to create a Select 
governing body which will give expres- 
sion to the intellectual and moral capac- 
ity in the masses; otherwise democracy 
becomes only tyranny disguised. 

In some States, notably in that of Saint 
Paul, there is obviously a superabundance 
of energy. In others there iS not enough. 

Time and community of effort . can 
alone remedy this condition of affairs. 
Meantime the balance is destroyed, and 
the constitution emjoys principally a the- 
oretic authority. It inevitable that 
the result should be some confusion {In 
press and Parliament, aithough the strife 
is rather one of dogma than of actfon, 
and lies principally petwe -en Federals and 
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Laws for the protection of agricultural 
and industrial workers are here unknown: 
The Brazilian Republic will want to’ place 
itself on an equality with other civilized 
countries on this head as soot! possi- 
ble, for already a number ts, in 
lands where the administration has shown 
itself slow to take action, have protested 
so Ioudly against the grave abuses that 
result that some Latin countries have 
been obliged to forbid emigration to Bra- 
gil.

The very sound inference he drew was 
that these lines were strips of green 
vegetation, miles in width, and standing 
out in sharp contrast to the vast sandy 
plains on either side. Obviously, if in a 
vast tract of arid land there is a strip 
some miles in width of trees or field 
crops, and that line is geometrically 
straight, so that it could not be supposed 
to be a natural course of a river, this 
long narrow strip of fertility must lie on 
the banks of an irrigating canal. 

It has been shown that there is no rain- 
fall on the.surface of Mars, and no such 
suspended’ moisture in the atmosphere of 
the greater part of Mars as could sup- 
pont any growth. On the two polar caps 

of Mars there is an amount of moisture 
which precipitates in the form of snow, 
and in due season melts. 

The indications thus are that an elabo-

She ts known as a philanthropist, but 
really may spoken of as the Na- 
tion’s leading er. She was born 
Hannah Kent in Penn., 
and married Frederic Schoff, now a 
well-known Philadelphia lawyer, in 
1878, after having finished boarding 
school and taken divers private courses. 
Her private motherhood, as separated 
fron her public motherhood, which has 

a work of National importance, 
will be mentioned later on. She was 
the first President of the Pennsylvania 
Congress of Mothers from 1899 to 1902, 
Vice President from 1897 to 1902, and 
President from 1902 till now of the Na- 
tional Congress f Mothers, which, 
with the aid of President Roosevelt and 
the Department of State, held, at the 
White House, March, 1908, the first in- 
ternational congress in America on the 
welfare of the child. She acted as the 
Chairman of the Committee on Social 
Service, &c., of the New Century Club 
from 1900 to 1903. She organized and 
led a movement to obtain the juvenile 
and probation court system for the 
State of Pennsylvania, winning her 
points from the Legislature in 1901, and 
led the movement to have the same 
laws re-enacted after the Supreme 
Court had declared the first laws un- 
constitutional in 1903 because of tech- 
nical errors.

When he gave up the seafar- 
ing life to look after Jack ashore the 
galling ship was still in the heyday of its 
glory, and Mr. Boult’s sympathies have 
remained steadily faithful to the days 
when canvas was supreme on the waves. 

“Twenty-five years, ago’’—again he 
grows reminiscent — ‘‘ Cherry Street, 
right around the corner there, was in its 
glory. Practically every house on it was 
a sailors’ resort. And what fine old 
chaps used te roll in here—not the spick- 
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ruage and looks. 
“They used to get gloriously drunk and 
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on shore, but they didn’t seem to 
a bit. I remember one old fellow 
lurched in to this reading room one 
He was’ so drunk that we couldn't 
put him out. We simply had to pick him 
up and put him in the cellar. We left 
him there and locked the door. 

‘In the morning I went downstairs and 
saw him cautiously peering through the 
keyhole. I unlocked the door and beck- 
oned him to follow me upstairs. 
seemed surprised as he saw 
reading room, with the other men sitting 
about in it. 

“*wWhy,~l thought I was in fail,’ 
exclaimed, with a sigh of relief. 

‘* Now,old drunk or sober, are 
mighty rare about here. Why, the other 
day one rolled In here—a genuine devil-

‘“*T ran into a lamp post,’ he explained 
sheepishly.

the upstart, steam. What the waterfront 
was then is vividly destribed by another 
lover of the dead past, Arthur H. Clark, 
in his book, “The Clipper Ship Era,’ 
just published.

New York clipper had finished loading, 
it was the custom for her to drop down 
the East River and anchor off Battery 
Park, then a fashionable resort, where she 
would remain for a few hours to take 
her crew on board. Towboats were notas 
plentitul in New York Harbor as at pres- 
ent, and unless the wind was ahead or 
calm the clippers seldom made use of 
them, for with a leading breeze these 
ships would sail to and from Sandy Hook 
much faster than they could be towed. 
One of the clippers getting under way off 
Battery Park was a beautiful sight, and 
an event in Which a large part of the 
community was interested.” 

Boarding house runners interested in 
their sea-going clients, even after they 
were stripped of money, used to deliver 
them on board vessels at the Battery.

HEN Mary Wollstonecraft wrote to her 
in November, 1788, annoyncing 
that she had come to London determined 
to make literature her profession she gave 
expression to the law of her being by adding: ‘* Free- 
dom, even uncertain freedom,’ is dear. * * * You 
know I am not born to tread the beaten track.”

Mary’s early years were spent in an atmosphere 
not calculated to arouse in her the least admiration 
for the institution of marriage, nor any respect for 
man as a natural guardian and protector of: wo- 
man, She also suffered most of her life from the 
struggle with poverty, the harassing problem of 
making both ends meet, and from a temperament 
subject to morbid attacks of depression during which 
she shed floods of tears. The difficulty she had in 
getting money was only equaled by her power for 
giving it away. No one in distress ever appealed to 
her in yain. She set her whole family on its feet, 
and any friend who wanted her purse was at liberty 
to use it, Passionate, generous, erratic, eager of 
mind and heart, she was placed in an environment 
where ali these qualities, so far as women went, were 
céndemned. i 

* Of her book, ‘‘ The Vindication of the Rights of 
Women,’ by w hich she is best known and because of 
which—esppcialy by those who have never read it— 
she has been so thoroughly misjudged, the author 
here pertinently remarks: ‘It is not, as every one 
seems to imagine, so much an attack on the male 
sex; it is rather an attack on women, and written in 
defence of the whole of mankind.” Besides the Vin- 
dication, she wrote a number of stories and articles 
on questions of the day, with a stirring answer to 
Burke's attack on the French Revolution. 

Mary’s mind was all very well until her heart 
came into the business, when she behaved as_irra- 
tionally and as foolishly as any woman overfond 
and overweak. The story of her life with Imlay, is} 
pretty generally known, and is pathetic enough in 
its lingering futility, its incapacity to look the truth 
in the face. During the continuance of the Haison 
Mary twice attempted suicide. But whatever else 
it reveals in this pioneer woman it certainly speaks 
trumpet-tongued for the sincerity and wholehearted- 
ness of her love. It endured through a world of 
insult and agony, and apparently died eut in the end 
from utter weatiness of body and spirit. But, on the 
other hand, it followed within a few months of her 
passion for Fuseli; and not four months after it had 
left her free Mary and Godwin took up life together, 
TWo years-later she died. 

That she was in any sense a “great leader of 
human beings,” as the present biographer claims, is 
not the impression produced upon one in this book, 
or in others about her or by her. But that she is a 
singularly interesting, human and vivid character is ~ 
assuredly the case, and this short and sympathetic 
account Of what was, in spite of séveral ardent 
friendshtps and love affairg, a more than ordinarily 
lonely life, will bear reading and thinking over.

BOUT two thousand years ago 
Plutarch advised his fellow- 
Greeks to stop. talking’ of the 
past glories of their race. ‘* When 

we brag about Marathon,” he said, “ we 
look like a child in his fathér’s boots.’’ 
But after all the intervening centuries 
the men of Greece have not. lost the 
hope of growing to fit the vesture of 
the ancients. The oddity of their situa- 
tion is increased by the sentimental 
participation in it of the rest of Chris- 
tendom. There is not a man in the 
western world ‘whose’ lot has not been 
affected by Salamis and Himera. We 
sometimes grow weary of hearing what 
we owe to Hellas in art and letters, but 
perhaps it is not sufficiently vivid to us 
that our very blood and bones would be 
different if thé Persian and the Semite 
had had their way, 

With all this in mind, the Philhellene 
in Greece is swayed by two alternating 
moods. At times his enthusiasm kin- 
dleg for a brave little people in a peril- 
ous place, feeling still the sacredness 
of their age-long trust as sentries on 
the wall of Europe. He sees sonie 
splendid gift of a contemporary Greek 
to his country, a pious reconstruction of 
past glories or an ardent effort to bring 
the people“into touch with European 
progress, and he asks himself where 
in the world wére men ever before held 
together by a bond so disinterésted, so 
pure, as the cult of a past not 
certainly theirs.

a traveler's guider It is a fair-minded 
account of the Greek of to-day by one 
who evidently knows him well. A dis- 
tinctive feature of the book is the free 
use of the mediaeval and modern his- 
tory of the land. This has left monu- 
ments of great jnierest but little vis- 
ited by the tourist. Within driving dis- 
tance of Sparta on a bluff rock two 
thousand feet high, a spur of Taygetus, 
stands the deserted city of Mistra, 
built. by-Villehardouin in 1247. About 
its ruined castle lie the churches, mon- 
asteries and private dwellings of the 
Fratiks, adorned with rich French and 
Greco-Byzantine work, intact, unique. 
Perched on their inaccessible rocks the 
Monasteries-in-the-Air of Thessaly, 
untouched by reformation, preserve 
what we may imagine to have been the 
eype organized by Saint Basil. Per- 
haps the last stylite was he who occu- 
pled for years one of the tall columns 
of the ruined Olympieum. It is not 
many years since English skippers 
dipped their ensigns to the hermit of 
(‘ape Malea and received an answering 
Signal from the precipice on which he 
dwelt.

‘THE STAIRWAY ON THE WALL’ 


“MEMORIES OF 
A MANAGER” 
Mr. Daniel Frohman Discourses 


of the Old Lyceum and Cer- 
. tain Noted Players

R. DANIEL. FROHMAN'S rec- 
ord of his: memories* might 
well have begun at an earlier 
date. He has. yet to tell a 

most interesting story of his theatrical 
experiences in that transitional. period, 
when the éstablished stock companies 
were giving way to the “ combination 
plan,” when the ‘contemporary theat- 
rical system had its earliest beginnings, 
and the names of “ Jack” Haverly and 
John Stetson were writ large where all 
men could read them, especially Havyer- 
ly’s. Mr. Frohman served his theat- 
rical apprenticeship in those days, and 
later, in the establishment of the little 
Madison Square Theatre, he put the 
finishing touches on his education for 
management. That is, of course, only 
a manner of speaking. A theatre man- 
ager’s education is never finished. The 
actor probably advances step by step 
to a plane from which he never ascends. 
He may fancy he is developing his art, 
but his fancy is delusive. The dramat- 
ist’s work is frequently at its best very 
soon after he has won recognition. But 
the manager must learn something new 
every day he is in harness, or presently. 
he must lay his harness aside. 


Mr. -Frohman’s record is admirably 
set forth, as far-as it goes. The little 
Lyceum Theatre on Fourth Avenue is 
the place of its beginning, and the ele- 
Vation of Mr. E. H. Sothern to starhood 
(or should it be starship?) its first sub- 
ject. Mr. Frohman remembers Sothern 
as an applicant for a job at the Madi- 
son Square. None was forthcoming. 
Later he paid over to Sothern $50,000 
a year, and Mr. Charles Frohman aft- 
erward paid him $100,000 a year for 
two years. This teaches us that unsuc- 
cessful applicants for jobs should not 
be diseouraged. Sothern, indeed, found 
work in New York, in his novitiate, 
though the fame of his father never 
helped him much in those days. In- 
deed, it is often a severe handicap toa 
theatrical aspirant to be known as the 
son of a distinguished actor. Charles 
Kean learned this, and so, too, has that 
most promising of the English actors of 


ee 


sals, then as now, were bis delight. No 
hours were too short for him when 
away from the theatre, and no days 
too long when at work rehearsing. His 
capacity for work was prodigious.”. ° 

' Mr. Frohman recalls pleasant memo- 
ries of “The Highest Bidder,” ‘* Lord ° 
Chumiley,” “The Dancing Girl," and 
“ Letterblair’’; he shows vividly the 
uncertainty of all theatrical work, the 
impossibility of knowing beforehand 
whether or not a play will fail. He 
tells us much about-the selection of the 
famous stock company of the Lyceum, 
with many personal anecdotes, and he 
has memories also of Booth, Mansfield, 


Gillette, Bernard Shaw, Mantel], John 


Mason and many others of renown, past 
and present. Agreeable reading it af- 
foris, too, for many persons who are 
reasonably young, but can still recall 
theatrical incidents of the last twenty- 
five years. Georgia Cayvan, Le Moyne, 
Wheatcroft, Kelcey, Walcet, Grace 
Henderson, Louise Dillon, Mrs. Whif- 
fen, it. seems only the other day that 
all were in their prime and the stage 
idols of the hour. Mr. Frohman re- 
stricts himself to no “scenario”; he 
writes quite at random, jotting down 
his remembrances in an irresponsible 
but always amiable way, jumping from 
the eighties to the nineties and back 
again in obedience to a passing whim, 
and occasionally advancing into the 
twentieth century. He tells us about 
his pleasant relations with the Ken- 
dals and Modjeska, recalls his intimacy 
with that gentlest and fairest of men, 
Bronson Howard, and writes in appre- 
ciation of Daly and Palmer, his rivals 
in management, and David Belasco, his 
first stage manager at the Lyceum. He 
has also some interesting pages relat- 
ing to Kubelik, the violinist. 

Rather noteworthy chapters in the 
book treat of the reception of American 
plays ind actors in London. It is an 
old subject, and one always worth 
thinking about. The English theatre- 
going public cares nothing for the 
American point of view. ‘“ The Eng- 
lich,” as Mr. Frohman expresses it, 
“have no liking for lessons in ethics 
or dramatic preachments over ideal- 
ized Americans—or any foreigners.” 
The American is far more cosmopolitan 
in his taste. Mr. Frohman’s judicious 
remarks on “the A. B. C. of. the play 
builder's art’’ ought to be useful to 
aspiring dramatists. But the aspiring 
dramatist generally thinks he knows 
more than the manager.

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Mystery ’’; and a more truly eloquent 
and exquisitely simple sermon it would 
be hard to find, because it treats of 
that childlike awe which has been the 
vital principle in all religious aspira- 
tions since the first man felt the yearn- 
ing for a god. Strip any religion of its 
bewildering excrescences, and you have 
substantially the Indian’s faith as here 
presented. There is no hair-splitting; 
it can scarcely be called theology. It is 
simply the natural man’s wonder-wor- 
ship of That which is, in some myste- 
rious way, the upward thrust of the 
prairie grass in April, the impetus of 
the flying cloud, the power of the storm 
wind, the urge of rivers seaward. 

“There were no temples or shrines 
among us,’ says the author, “ save 
those of nature. Being a natural man, 
the Indian was intensely poetical. He 
would deem it sacrilege to build a house 
for Him who may be met face to face 
in the mnysterious, shadowy forest aisles 
or on the sunlit bosom of virgin prai- 
ries; upon dizzy spires and pinnacles 
of naked rock; and yonder in the jew- 
eled vault of the night sky.” 

One wonders while reading of the In- 
dian‘'s conception of worship, as com- 
pared with the average white man’s, 
whether or not the charge of barbar- 
ism has been rightly placed!

A chapter is given to the moral code 
of the primitive American, With our 
present-day cynicism in regard to the 
inflexibility of moral codes in general, 
the reader is apt to suspect that there 
is here a slight tendency Toward ideal- 
ization. If not, it would seem that a 
moral retrogression might be generally 
beneficial. 

It is in the diiininie on “The Un- 
written Scriptures” of the Sioux tribe 
that one feels keenest disappointment. 
Though the Sioux story of Creation is 
charmingly teld, together with the In- 
dian’s version of the Flood, a vast fund 
of latent knowledge in this direction is 
indicated, and one “feels that these

NSPIRED by the imminent peril 
I of the House of Lords and the 

whole principle of entrusting the 

conduct of public affairs to heredi- 
tary legislators (so long enshrined in 
the British Constitution), Capt. Harry 
Graham, not unkpown as a satirist, wit 
and rhymster, appears in the present 
volume* as gentleman-usher to the con- 
fessions @f a Peer of the Realm. In 
so doing he frankly accepts the model 
set by Mr. H. G. Wells in introducing 
to the world his autobiographical 
“ Bath Chair-man.” 

The British reader, says Capt. Graham, 
has abundantly shown the keenrncas 
of his interest in “personal rem- 
iniscences written with sympathy, sin- 
cerity and a complete lack of reserve,” 
while the fact that this interest is not 
confined to “the writings of vagrants 
and casuals may be gathered from the 
continuous publication of those absorb- 
ing memoirs which it is the habit of 
modern ladies of title to compile in their 
leisure moments.” (‘As an editor, he 
avers that he has, in the present case, 
one no more than to rewrite and re- 
form the faulty English of his noble 
hero’s original notes. 

The author of “ Ruthless Rhymes for 
Heartless Homes” and “ Misrepresen- 
tative Men” (besides so much else) is 
himself, however, the second son of Sir 
Henry Graham, K, C. B., Clerk of Par- 
HMaments, and, on his mother’s side, a 
grandson of the fifst Earl Cranbrook. 
Moreover, if further equipment for his 
task were needed, it is supplied by the 
fact that, after being trained at Eton 
and Sandhurst and serving in the Cold- 
stream Guards, he was aide-de-camp 
to the Earl of Minto, while that peer 
was Governor General of Canada, and 
subsequently occupied the post of pri- 
vate secretary to Lord Rosebery. 

So much for the credentials of the 
editor of these memoirs of Lord Bellin- 
ger, the second Baron of the name. The 
quality-of the performance is, perhaps, 
sampled best in the copious index which 
closes the volume, and may 
be assumed to be entirely the editor's 
werk, not merely a revision of an- 
other's. It will be profitable to quote 
a few items (quite at random) from the 
rich suggestions of this index:

What part of the eloquence of the 
narrative is due to Lord Bellinger’s 
simple dignity and unconscious nobility 
of soul and what part to the editor it 
were idle to attempt to determine. Suf- 
fice it that here is revealed unshrink- 
ingly the intimate life-of a man born, 
if one may so express it, with a veto 
on reckless popular legislation in his 
mouth, Here, told by himself (and re- 
vised by a sympathetic hand), is the 
story of his childhood extinguished and 
regulated according to the most ad- 
mired precepts of the middle Victorian 


“régime. Here, again, is the story of hig 


youth and young manhood studiously 
encouraged and guided in all natural 
aptitudes for futility. Here, still again, 
is the recital of the incidents, the record 
of the conversations and opinions which 
mark, in maturity, the full development 
of his native talents of inefficiency and 
fatuity. 

Perhaps there are moments when the 
hand of the editor—the literary touch 
or taint—appears too evident in some 
turn of phrase or the too great subtlety 
of some witticism. Perhaps at the mo- 
ment when Lord Bellinger declares his 
passion ‘4or’ Miss Aline Carruthers 
(yOungest daugnter of Lord Warling- 
ham), who subsequently became Lady 
Bellinger—perhaps at this moment, the 
loyer appears less a mere British noble- 
man than a simple manm-- But there are 
spots even on the face of the sun. And 
it may be questioned, perhaps, ff there 
are not moments when even the blood 
of the British hereditary legislator runs 
hot and he is submerged, as it were, in 
his primordia] humanity. This is only 
a suggestion. The fact may be quite 
otherwise.

OW that “ nature-writing’"’ has be- 
tome an established form of the lit-: 
erary game, we have come to look 

every

liberally colofed with sentiment. There is

Last of the Mohicans’’; the occasional

annual nature-volume, this year’s being 
entitled “ Buzz-Buzz and Old Man Bar- 
berry: or, The Thrilling Young Ladyhood 
of a Better-Class Bluebottle Fly.” Speak- 
ing more seriously, the writer.claims that 
the good nature-writer is im love with 

Nature, that his mood is and ought to 

be emotional rather than scientific. In 

other words, he is an interpreter, and not 

a@ mere chronicler. 

Mr. Sharp practices what he preaches. 
His careful workmanship renders his 
“output” far smaller than that of his 
contemporary nature-writers. And he is 
neither a collector of data nor a writer 
of fiction. He is essentially an essayist 
of delightful flavor, who finds his themes 
in the life of out-of-doors. Whether he 
is writing about night or turtie eggs or 
skunks or John Burroughs, he is always 
enjoying himself, as the artist enjoys 
himself, with the handling of his subject 
as well as the nature of it. There is ar 
interesting chapter on the “clam farm,” 
exploiting the possibilities of that humble 
bivalve. The final chapter, called ‘“‘ The 
Commuter’s Thanksgiving,’’ which en- 
larges upon the compensations of that oit- 
despised type of citizen, ought to touch 
many a commuting heart.

LAUS HINRICH BAAS, by Gus- 
K tav Frenssen, is, as its title- 
page sets forth, ‘“‘ The Story of 
a Self-made Man,”’ and, as such, 
follows the trend of many lives really 
‘lived in our _own and other lands.* 
Born of poor Holstein peasants, the 
hero is taken in- his childhood to Ham- 
_.vurg. There his father’s death makes 
it necessary that he shall give up study 
and begin to earn. He is employed by 
@ good and eccentric old woman-—a 
painter—to clean her brushes, and by 
her is introduced to a. benevolent mer- 
chant, who gives him employment. He 
rises step by step, is sent to India by a 
firm which engages him for two years, 
is commissioned to go into the intericr 
of the country and examine a mine. 
He ultimately marries a daughter of 
the house and saves it from impending 
bankruptcy; and the book closes with 
tris setting Sail for China as the head 
of a larze commercial establishment. 
The simple facts, or similar ones, as 
the publishers suggest, might have been 
written of one of our own self-made 
men; but the. details and chardcters of 
the story and the personality of Baas 
himself differ, so widely from the An- 
glo-Saxon that it is difficult to treat 
the book with that sympathy which is 
‘a requisite of just criticism. In the 
author's leisurgly style, and in the va- 
riety of types appearing upon his pages, 
he somewhat justifies the title of “ the 
x¢rman Dickens,” won by his “ Jérn 
Ubi,” but he differs essentially from

At this time Spain was resting from 
the war with Portugal, into which she 
had been forced by ‘Bonaparte, and 
which the treaty of Badajoz—ceding to 
her the frontier town, fortress and dis- 
trict of Olivenza—had terminated the 
preceding year, In common with 
other European powers, she awaited 
with anxiety the next move of the First 
Consul. Exhausted by the drain upon 
her resources made by France before 
the war, as a condition of peace, and 
by the expenses ofthe war itself, which 
amounted to four times her revenue— 
governed by the incapable and 
cious favorite Godoy, the Prince of the 
Peace, whom the evil 
Queen, Maria Louisa of Parma, 
placed, in power—and ruled by an 
competent King; Spain had sunk to a 
depth from which she could be raised 
only by the moral strength and the 
unshakable constancy and courage of 
her. people—forces which were to mani- 
fest themselves. laier with irresistible 
power. 

Thus it is that.the reeord of this first 
visit to Spain is chiefly 6me of incidents 
of travel, of social life, of domestic 
events and of court gossip. It is ex-

Napoleon, now clothed with imperial 
power, at last held within his grasp the 
crown of Spain, which he had destined 
for his brother Joseph. In March of 
this year, owing to an insurrection 
which had broken out against him, 
(;odoy had been dismissed from his of- 
fices by the King. and on the 20th of 
the month the unhappy Charies, help- 
less without the support and presence 
of the favorite, had abdicated in favor 
of his son Ferdinand. In the dissen- 
sions among the royal family preceding 
this siep, Napoleon found a pretext—the 
reconciliation of their differences—for 
personal intervention in the affairs of 
Spain. Murat, who, under, pretence of 
laying siege to Gibraltar, was march- 
ing toward Madrid, entered the capital 
with his army before Ferdinand had 
yet had time to visit it—the people, be- 
lieving the object of Napoleon's enmity 
to be Godoy alone, offering no resist- 
ance. Then followed the infamous 
transactions at Bayonne, whither, lured 
by the arts of Napoleon, Ferdinand, and 
the King and Queen, with other mem- 
bers of the royal family, had proceeded 

Ferdinand to be sent thence, a pris- 
oner of State, to Valencay, after a 
forced renunciation of his rights to 
Napoleon, and the King and Queen to 
be assigned an estate in France for 
their future residence. Then came the 
slaughter of May 2 in Madrid—Murat's 
vengeance for the resistance made by 
the inhabitants to the departure from 
the capital of the last remaining mem- 
bers of the royal family: and then the 
uprising of the people of Spain, as one 
man, against the invader. Juntas were 
established in every province and in 
most of the towns throughout,the coun- 
try; troops were raised and officesed, 
and war was declared against Napoleon 
and France. To offset the generally 
distreseful condition of the country, 
some glorious victories were won by 
Spanish arms; and Joseph, who had en- 
tered Madrid ir triumph on July 20, 
was compelled, by French reverses, to 
evacuate the city ten days later. 

Such was the situation in Spain when

A New Copyright Act—What It 
Means for English and 





American Authors 





ONDON, April 12.—Each of*us Is 
supposed to possess the makings of 
one book at least, there is an old 
saying to that effect../This, it 

will be perceived, \makes everybody 4& 
potential author, and that may explajn 
some part of the interest which the 
introduction of a new Copyright Bill 
into our House of Commons hag drawn 
forth. Say copyright, and everybody, 
as a rule, falls silent, for it is a dull 
subject. On the present occasion, how- 
ever, it has taken gn quite a human 
touch, thanks to certain fresh elements 
and points of view associated with 
There is every likelihood that the meas- 
ure will pass, perhaps with a few modifi- 
cations, but still pass, Accordingly it 
bas a decided interest for American writ- 
ers whose books are also published in 
England, and a brief account of it may 
be welcome—its spirit and bearing, as 
apart from its letter and word, of which 
the cables will have told you on your 
side of the Atlantic. 

3roadly put, the new Copyright Bill is 
intended to reform our rather chaotic 
laws on this subject Into a harmonious 
whole, first for Great Britain and next, 
by the weight of example, for the whote 
British Empire. Also it will be a bringing 
of the British copyright law into line with 
that of many othef countries, in accord- 
ance*with the Berne Convention. It does 
not affect Anglo-American copyright re- 
lationships except in the sense that an 
American book copyrighted here will have 
the larger benefits which it confers on 
authorship. Hitherto the law with us 
has been that literary copyright should 
hold for forty-two years after the publi- 
cation of a book, or for seven years after 
fhe death of the author of that book, 
whichever period might be longest. 

Out of this condition thffe have sprung 
various troubles which authors, and those 
standing up for authorship, have called 
unjust in @ personal fespect and unwise 
fn a national respect. The first editions 
of Darwin's “ Origin of Species,” to take a 
case of scientific work, and of FitzGer- 
ald’s ‘‘ Omar Khayyam,” to take a case of 
poetic literature, went out of copyright bee 
fore the later revised editions of those two 
books. They were promptly reprinted ina 
variety of editions, although if the authors 
had been alive they would have said, ‘‘ No, 
we won’t have the first versions on the 
market; they don’t represent our final, per- 
fected labors; we shall only have the defin- 
itive editions—let us be judged by them. 
Apart from the high artistic ground taken 
there, it is evident that cheap reprints of 
the first edRion of a book would seriously 
affect the sale of the later copyright 
edition. 

Well, under the new British Copyright 
Bill this sert of thing will not be possi- 
ble. It makes copyright endure in ail 
cases—and not only books but lectures, 
speeches, ang original architecture are in- 
cluded—for the life of the author and for 
fifty years after his death. This Spring 
there is on foot a Dickens stamp scheme, 
the purpose of which is to benefit the de- 
scendants of Charles Dickens, some. of 
whom are not unduly well off. Dickens 
died in 1870, and copyright in “ Pickwick ”’ 
expired seven years later, for the book 
had been published in 1836-7. If the new 
Bill had been in force “ Pickwick” would 
have been copyright until 1920, and, with 
his other books, a large source of income 
to those who 
indeed, he left £00,000, 
for a writing man.

ting us at the mercy of a Government 
official and our trade rivals.”

Yet the eamd Englishman 
whose friendship we value because he is 
convinced that to show curiosity and 
meddle with others’ affairs is bad form, 
will when the necessity for action comes 
act without concern for the effect of his 
action upon others, while the man famii- 
lar with the circumstances of his neigh- 
bors will be too much eoncerned with the 
impression he makes to act effectively.

Pos- 
sibly he had some trouble in making his 
divisions. His reader may perhaps in- 
quire why the Astrophel and Stella son-

of Fact, if “ Polyolbion,” the “ Civil 
Wars" and “ Albion’s England” belong 
elsewhere. But probably discussion of 
such questions would rather show the 
difficulty of defining any groups, than im- 
pute serious errors to the present group- 
ing. 

Prof. Schelling treats “a fair field full 
of folk ’’—the fairest and fullest field, and 
the most masculine folk in English litera- 
ture. At Shakespeare’s birth England 
had just ceased halting between two re- 
ligions. Her Constitution tried 
by fire and had stood the test: and her 
church was now established to endure. 
Her young Queen joined a _  heroine’s 
strength with a witch’s wiles, and in- 
spired in her subjects a loyalty measure- 
able only by the exploits they achieved 
to prove it. The people, recently torn 
with dissension, were virtually united in 
principle and. pride, and the national 
character was becoming defined in a 
way scmewhat analogous to that in which 
the language had recently reached prac- 
tical fixation. Of domestic malice there 
was hardly more than served to keep 
men’s minds alert and their swords

know a saner summary of the period. 
And yet we cannot help wishing that his 
book were itself a little braver. For we 
hardly feel that he has found an ade- 
quate expression for his erudition or en- 
dowed his facts with the dynamic force 
and interest they merit. The historian 
of literature holds up. the mirror to an 
age of books gone by. He may, like 
Ryland, merely show a-skeleton of names 
and dates and titles, or he may, like 
Taine, aspire to mould the living image 
of the age in flesh and blood, Prof. 
Schelling gives us far more than a skele- 
ton. but he hardly shows “the very age 
and body of the time, its form. and pres- 
gure.”” That achievement remains for 
the historian who can marry Ryland’s 
accuracy with Taine’s insight. 


In a book so rational it is painful to 
find so many technical disfigurements; 
but apparently the work has found its 
way into print In the most careless fash- 
ion. Readers sensitive to hanging parti- 
ciples and ambiguous pronouns will not 
escape it without wounds. The time-hon- 
ored rule that a co-ordinate relative takes 
a comma while a restrictive goes without, 
is broken some hundreds of times; and 
commas in general are liberally distrib- 
uted where they do not belong and 
omitted ,where requisite. The reader may 
work his own way over the following cor- 
@uroy road: ‘In words, less figurative, a 
character is a brief descriptive sketch of a 
personage, involving a ruling quality or, of 
a moral quality, exemplified in a typical 
personage.”’ 

Carelessness of form frequently leads 
the author into errors of grarmmar and 
rhetoric that are hardly shect of risible. 
“The taste for entertainments, growing 
on what it fed,” is somewhat different 
from a taste that should grow “ by what 
it fed on.”” The Baconian theory may be 
nonsense; but it is hardly a ‘ Baconian 
insensibility,” because that word means 
absence of emotion.

portant works dealing with various 
aspects of the theory. Qn Mimicry, on 
Geographical Distribution, on Island 
Life, and upon Tropical Life, he has 
produced works which are still authori- 
tative. But there has always been a 
strain of eecentricity in his thought; he 
is a spiritualist, a land nationalist; he 
has denied the complete application of 
evolution to man, and quite recently he 
produced a book advocating a theory 
that the earth is the centre of the unil- 
verse. The present work* brings this 
latter line of reasoning to a head and 
therefore will fail to make any strong 
appeal except tn quarters where -the 
modern attitude toward man’s origin 
and future is stiil resisted. it is some- 
what difficult to gather its general 
drift. The earlier part of the volume 
deals with purely biological topics and 
contains much interesting work supple- 
mentary to the writer’s previous in- 
quiries. But the latter part seems to be 
more theological in tendency and at- 
tempts to revive the old teleological 
principles of Paley and the Bridge- 
water Treatises in the pre-Darwinistic 
period. These two portions of the work 
differ greatly in value. 

Mr. Wallace gives a most interesting 
and valuable account in the early part 
of the work of the relative number of 
spétiés in the various zoélogical divis- 
ions, which must’ have caused him a 
great deal of invéstigation since he 
deals with an enormous number of 
species. He arrives at the rather unex- 
pected result that the mumber of species 
both of flora and fauna for every hund- 
red square miles is practically the same 
throughout the world, though there is 
a slight superiority in some of the 
tropical regions, especially in South 
America. He gives some interest- 
ing examples of, the possibilities and 
actualities of animal increase, and inci- 
dentally has an ingenious explanation 
of the curious fact that most of the 
migrating birds that are observed at 
the Heligoland Lighthouse are young 
birds because, he claims, the older birds 
fly higher, owing to their great 
strength. In another chapter he points 
out the importance of what he terms 
“recognition marks” for mere evolu- 
tion purposes—a supplement to his re- 
searches on Mimicry. 


Mr. Wallace is still a confirmed -Dar- 
winist and does not believe in the later 
principles of Mutation and Mendelism. 
He finds in heredity, variation, and in- 
crease, a sufficient cause for the origin 
of species, while he seeks for its otca- 
sion in the changes in the earth’s sur- 
face, in connection with which he gives 
a short but interesting account of the 
biological record. The difficulties that 
still remain are solved, according. to 
Mr. Waliace, by Weismann’s theory of 
* germinal selection.” 

So far Mr. Wallace's work is supple- 
mentary to his previous inquiries and 
containg much of interest and even 
value for biological thinking. The 
latter part of his volume is of a dif- 
ferent character, being | devoted to a 
proof from the zo$ldgical record of the 
existence of a creative power; a direc- 
tive mind and an ultimate purpose in 
evolution. Now it is rather astonishing 
that, with the increased development of 
‘biological inquiry and the large number 
of specific researphee on pl adap- 
tations of animals to their environment, 
bo te ha& hitherto attempted to revive. 
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empts to get around this argumient of 
his favorite author, 
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‘mn to his own Position, One feels 
almost that this part of the book was 
written with a wearied mind, which ts 
not astonishing consi idering the great 
age of author. Its value is much 
less than that of the preceding half of 
the book, which, though 
miscellaneous in character, 
tonishing mental vigor.

few remarks about Shintoism, the Hittites, 


and other Oriental topics. Scarcely any 
other of these topics is treated at ade- 
quate length, except Mohammed and his 
fate—naturally attractive to a follower 
of the Sup »rman theory of life. Consider- 
ing the small space at his disposal Mr. 
Kennedy has not ben so unsuccessful 
as might have been expected, in giving 
the chief doctrines of these varied creeds, 
Nietzsche himself, like his master, Scho- 
penhauer, was influenced by Oriental 
thought, and this is doubtless the reason 
why it has attracted Mr. Kennedy. It is 
curious, however, ‘that he ‘makes no al- 
lusion to the chief point on which 
Nietzsche was influénced by the East—the 
idea of infinite recurrence. So far as the 
book comes to any conclusion, it is a 
suggestion that in religion, as in politics, 
the thoughts of the “mob” should be 
directed by the noble or brahmin.. This, 
of course, would te in consonance wiih 
the general principle of Mr, Kennedy's 
school; but it is scarcely likely that the 
modera democratic world, at any rate for 
will take its highest think- 
ing from an external source, without per- 
sonal inquiry.

Some three years ago, a very interest- 
ing article printed in Tug Times Revirw 
OF Books sent at least one member of 
your band of faithful readers to search 
the bookshéps for the novels of Leonard 
Merrick. Acquaintance with the-few of 
his books which had then been pub- 
lished in this country, confirmed a pre- 
viously formed opinion as to the wisdom 
of following Tur Revirw’'s advice, and 
awakened disappointment, too, because 
all of them could not be had; and now, 
at last, there comes tu America one of 
the best he has written--‘‘Conrad in 
Quest of His Youth.” 

Here is a book unique alike in its 
charm, its whimsical plot- and its 
nigh perfect stvle; a book which is, in- 
deed, what every novel should be, “a 
criticism of Jlife’’—life seen neither 
through blue nor through  rose-tinted 
glasses, but by unimpeded, kindly eyes;

‘POPULAR PHILOSOPHY 


Dr. Marcus’s “What Is This Uni- | 
verse?” and Mr. Kinsley’s 
“Man’s To-morrow” 


HESE two books may be treated to- 
gether, not from any similarity of 

_ topic or treatment, but as examples 
of what may be termed popular philoso- 
phy—not in the sense that the philosophy 
described is popular, but that it is the 
attempt of the ordinary mind to deal 
with complicated questions of philosophy 
by what is known as “ commonsense.” 
Each book treats of some of the deepest 
problems befcre contemporary thinkers 
with quite inadequate attainments and, 
above all, on an absurdly inadequate 
scale. 

Dr. Marcus, in “ What Is This Uni- 
verse?" (Funk, 75 cents), desires to de- 
molish Haeckel's ‘‘ Monism,’’ and for that 
purpose goes through virtually the whole 
of biology and theology, in a little over a 
hundred pages. By the way, he settles 
many of the most complicated problems 
with an aphorism for the truth of which 
he, for the most part, disdains to offer 
proof. Haeckel himself has a way of 
dealing with problems much afiter the 
Same summary fashion, so that it is not 
altogether inappropriate that this at- 
tempted refutation should be equally dog- 
matic. Mr. R. W. Felkin is the translator. 

Mr. Kinsley, in ° Man's To-morrow ”’ 
(Sherman, French & Co., $1.29), deals 
with the question of immortality and 
similar problems in a style that often 
leads him to the production of sentences

B.—In your issue of March 26 “A. B. R.”* 
asked for the title of the first poem published 
in North America, The following notes from 
Duyckinck’s *‘ CyMlopaedia of American Litera- 
ture’’ seem to answer this query, 


In 1640 the Rev. Henry Dunster on his ar- 
s constituted the. first 
Marvard Colicge. He served. the 
college tili 1654, when, having preached -doc- 
trines in opposition to infant baptism he was 
compelled to resign. Through his. excellent 
Oriental scholarship he had been intrusted with 
the improvement of the literal version of the 
Psalms, known as the Bay Psalm Book. The 
first printing presg in the colony was set up 
at Harvard, in the President's house, in 1639. 
The first publication was the Freeman’s Oath; 
then, an almanack, followed by the Bay Psaim 
Book, containing probably the first verse 
published in America. This was printed in 
1540, the work of turning the Psalms into meter 
having been divided among various divines, tn- 
cluding, besides the Rev. Henry Dunster, his 
eolleagues, Messrs. Welde, Ejlfot, and Mather. 
This Bay Psealm Look passed through at least 
twenty-seven editions by 1750. 

Another authority States that ‘‘ New Eng- 
land’s Annoyances’ was ‘‘the first recorded 
poem written in America.’ (16307) The au- 
thor is unknown,

N English translation of M. Charles 
Morice’s satire on modern life, 
“He Is Risen Again,”’ has been 
made and, it is expected, will be 
published in this country this season. 
The name of the house which will bring 
it out_ has not yet been announced. The 
theme of the book is the return of Christ 
to Paris on Dec. 14 last. On the even- 
ing of that day the newspapers appear 
with a number of their pages in blank.

“the Son of God is staying at the Place 
de l'Etoile.” From*‘there on the satirist 
pictures the various commercial and do- 
mestic conditions existing in Paris as 
athese are brought before the resurrected 
Christ, and in ten days the latter so com- 
pletely upsets things by ‘his doings and 
sayings that the Municipal government is 
thrown into a panic.

K. BE. VON F.—It is not without a feel- 
ing of regret that I note the disposition on 
the part of Americans and American de- 
mocracy to ignore traditions, and in the’ 
customary free and easy way drop impor- 
tant parts of the names of aliens, whe 
choose to adopt this country. I myself am 
among the victims of this spirit. which, 
however much I may admire it, is at 
least embarrassing—if not offenstve—when 
it ventures to drop parts of one’s name. 

Nearly all y American friends do not 
use the von’’ when addressing me. It 
happens that I draw my income from an 
old and titled Bavarian family, my father 
being a Marquis. I have clung so far to 
the family prefix ‘‘ von ’* for reasons which 

must be obvious, but I must say that it 

gets little recognition in America. 

Now, what I want to know is this: Would 
it be preferable for me to join in the spirit 
of the country and drop the “von,” or 
am I justified in insisting upon its reten- 
tion?

The Interesting Story of India Paper 


NDIA paper is the name given to a very thin and light but tough and opaque kind of 
paper used for making books of which it is desirable to reduce the bulk and weight 
to a minimum without impairing durability or affecting the legibility of the type. 

The name was originally given in England, about the middle of the 18th century, to a 
soft absorbent paper imported from China, where it was made by hand. The name 
probably originated inf the prevailing tendency of those times to describe as ‘‘Indian’’ 
anything that. came from the Far East (as, for example, Indian ink). This so-called 


India paper was used for printing the earliest and finest impressions’ of engravings, hence 
known as “India proofs.’’ 


How It First Came From the Far East 


The name of India paper is now chiefly associated with European (especially British) 
machine made, thin, opaque printing papers used in the highest class of book-printing. 
In 1841 an Oxford graduate brought to England from the Far East a small quantity of 
extremely thin paper, which was manifestly tougher and more opaque, for its weight, 
than any paper then made in Europe. He presented it to the Oxford University Press, 
which, in 1842, used it for 24 copies of the smallest Bible then in existence—diamond 
24mo. These books were scarcely a third of the usual thickness and were regarded 


with great interest; one was presented to Queen Victoria and the rest to other eminent 
persons, 


Re-invented in England 


In 1874 a copy of the India paper Bible fell into the hands of Henry Frowde, and 


- experiments were instituted at the Oxford University paper-mills at Wolvercote with 


the object of producing similar paper. In 1875 an impression of the Bible, similar in 
all respects to that of 1842, was placed on sale by the Oxford University Press. This 
feat of compression was regarded as astounding, the demand was enormous, and since 


then hundreds of thousands of these India paper Bibles have been printed by the Press 
both at Oxford and Cambridge. 


Tests at the Paris Siti 


The marvels of compression achieved by the use of India paper created great in- 
terest at the Paris Exposition in 1900. Its strength was as remarkable as its lightness; 
volumes of 1,500 pages were suspended for several months by a single leaf, as 
thin as tissue, and when they were examined at the close of the Exposition 
it was found that the leaf had not started, the paper had not stretched and the 
volume closed as well as ever. 
instead of breaking into holes, like ordinary printing paper, assumed a texture 


like that of chamois leather and a strip 3 in. wide was found to support a weight 
of 28 Ibs. without yielding. 


Materials and Production 


The material used in the manufacture of India paper is chiefly rag, with entire free- 
dom from mechanical wood pulp. The remarkable opacity of modern India paper is 
mainly due to the admixture of a large proportion of mineral matter which is retained by 
the fibres. 

There is no India paper produced in the United States. In the whale world there 
are only nine mills that manufacture it—two in England, two in Germany, two in Italy, 
one in France, one in Holland and one in Belgium. 


Adoption by the Encyclopaedia Britannica

A community which has not good sewers 
must be developed with small and cheap 
hoOuses having céesspools. Such a vicinity 
is hampered in its growth for many years 
thereafter, because the small houses are 
too good to tear down, and building opera- 
tions with large houses are carried on 
elsewhere. 

It is well known that schools are a good 
investment for a city from a real estate| 
point of view aside from every other | 
value. Builders know that a new school , 
in a locality is followed immediately by 
the upbuilding of that locality, as parents 
wish to get homes near the scnoois for 
their children. |

, builders, and investors. 
general practice of building opera- 
thems is the speculative construction of 
buildines which, after being filled with 


’ 
to be made and a better return secured 
upon a very much smaller degree of 
building upon any site in such a crowd- 
ed and slidly built up portion of the 
metropolis as is the Borough of Man- 
hattan, ’ 

It appears to be the idea with a great 
many owners of property that by means 
of steel construction they can multiply 
the site which they have purchased to 
any extent by piling floors cne on an- 
other*up into the heavens, and that each 
one represents another renting of the 
original area. It is this mistake which 
has led to tho errors and failures above 
described, because S80 soon as one man 
has taken this course and has thereby 
expanded the area of his lot to an un- 
due extent, and has forced himself into 
the market for tenants to this dispro- 
portionate extent, his neighbors may be 
forced to do th> same thing, and a cut- 
throat competition follows, which ruins 
the prospectS of the property for years. 

The present market for office building 
Space is still a long way from recovery 
from the effects of the excessive over- 
building of office space in the Hudson 
Terminal and City Investing Buildings, 
neither of which is yet filled, although 
their flooding of the market with un- 
necessary office space injured property 
over a widespread area, and has per- 
manently lowered the rate of rentals. 


Lott Building Evils. 


In the case of the overconstruction of 
loft and light manufacturing buildings, 
results of a most unfortunate character 
have been brought about. In the urgent 
search for tenants of any kind to occupy 
the acres of loft space which have been 
built up throughout the middle lower part 
of the borough, all kinds of trades and 
manufactures have been introduced into 
buildings which are unsuited to their 
proper housing. These buildings do not 
have and cannot have, by the fact of the 
narrow and limited area which they oc- 
cupy, proper facilities for the egress of 
their occupants in case of emergency, 
panic, or fire. The addition of es- 
capes is a mere patch upon an unsuitable 
structure. If suitable and adequate stair-

It is in fact the greatest manufacturing 
centre of the country, and if its water- 
front terminals shall be properly organ- 
ized so that the full advantage can be 
taken of its magnificent situation both 
for the shore front and the back lands its 
industrial life will expand to far greater 
proportions. It is not the volume of 
commodities which pass through the city 
for reshipment so much as the volume of 
commodities which are brought here as 
raw material to be worked Up and sent 
out as finished product that Hes at the 
foundations of the city’s prowess. 

We need more than anyt ing else at this 
time a well-thought-out plan of develop. 
ment for the city toward which it can 
grow. Such a plan should seek to open 
up cheap lands provided with convenfent 
railroad sidings for industria] develon- 
ment. Adjacent to these the city should 
provide a street and park system fo

Foreign cities for the most part depend 
upon the technical ability of experts un- 
der the direction of strong central Gov- 
ernments to provide and execute their 
development plans.

Underwriters, and the American Institute 
of Consulting Engineers. The Chairman 
is Benjamin D, Traitel. The Secretary is 
Robert D, Kohn. The committee includes 
among its advisors Superintendent of 
Buildings Rudolph P. Miller and Chief 
Croker, who recently resigned from the 
Fire Department to take effect May 1. 

The committee is working with a single 
object in view, which jis the formulation 
of a code of building laws that shall give 
the public the eatest measure of pro- 
tection against life and property loss by 
fire, and at the same time shall work no 
hardships on owners and builders, and 
which shall be free from graft possi- 
bilities. Certain recommendations regard- 
ing theatres have already been submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen. The question 
Of safeguarding workers in loft and fac- 
tory buildings is now under consideration. 
While complete details have not yet been 
worked out, the general principles on 
which the committee has agreed can be 
stated briefly as follows: 

Principles Agreed On. 


First: That a loft building in which sev-

In crystallizing these principles into a 
code of laws the committee has been be- 
set by difficulties that required all the 
talent and experience of its members to 
overcome, and even vet the precise form 
of the amendments to the building code 
that will be proposed has not been 
judged. Substantially, however, they will 
probably take shape somewhat as fol- 
lows: 


Certificate of Occupancy. 


To provide against the use of a bullaé- 
ing for a purpose other than that for

recommend the issuance of a “ certificate 


of occupancy.” This is the certificate 
that was alluded to in the first recom- 
mendation of the Coroner’s Jury. 

Such a certificate must be issued by the 
Superintendent of Buildings, and shall 
state the number of persons that may be 
allowed to occupy any one floor at any 
one time. This requirement is supple- 
mental to the present law, which requires 
that every business building post on its 
walls on each floor the statement of the 
pounds per square foot which that floor 
may carry in the way of a load, 

The number of people that will be per- 
mitted on any one floor is to be regulated 
entirely by the exit facilities provided. 
The committes has made exhaustive 
studies of the movements of crowds, and 
has reduced to a formula the number of

persons per minuté that can pass through 
a given door width or down a given 
width of stair. 


Floor Capacity Limits. 
In recommending the mumber of people 
that will be permitted on a floor the com- 
mnittee will undoubtedly consider the anal- 


ogy of a theatre gallery, which must be 
emptied in a hutry in case of fire. Their 
recommendations as regards theatres, al-’ 
ready before the Board of Aldermen, are 
based on the principle that the exits at 
éach side must be large enough to allow 
two-thirds of the total seating capacity of 
a gallery to leave the galery within two 
minutes. This speed of emptying is ren- 
dered necessary not 60 much because of 
danger of death by fire as because of the 
danger by smoke. It would be an ex. 
traordinarily rapid fire that would sweep 
a floor or a gallery within two minutes 
from its start. But that time would be 
none too short for smoke to gather to a 
dangerous extent. Some such principle 
with regard to exit facilities probably will 
be worked out for factory and loft bulld- 


ings. 

Tnothav drastic recommendation that 
may be made is to limit the area of open 
spaces On any floor. At present there are 
few limitations; in the case of fireproof 
buildings used for certain purposes prac- 
tically no limitations at all. 

All experts agree—and their conclusion 
has been most emphatically indorsed by 
Chief Croker—that the large, open floor, 
especially when crowded with combustible 
materials, offers grave dangers in case of 
a fire originating in any part of it. 


Divide Large Floor Space. 


The committee may recommend that 
large floors be divided by terra-cotta 
fireproof walls somewhat similar in prin- 


ciple'to the watertight compartments in| 
a steamship. If a leak occurs in a steam- 
ship it can flood but one compartment, 
the rest of the ship being shut off from 
the danger. Similarly, in case of a fire 
in a divided floor the experts all agree 
that no simpler method of saving life 
could be devised than the mefe escape 
of the occupants of the threatened divis- 
ion through the wall into the next room, 

The walls that may be recommended 
by the committee will not add much to 
the cost of the building nor interfere at 
all with light or ventilation. A division 
wall of this kind in the case of the Asch 
Building would doubtless have saved a 
great many lives. The walls would be 
equipped with automatic self-closing 
doors, and of course there must be stair- 
cases or other exits on each side. 


Inclose& Fireproof Stairs. 


The committee has already expressed 
its opinion that staircases and elevators 
should always be completely inclosed in 


fireproof walla. It hopes by means of 
orcinances to encourage, if not to re- 
quire, the construction of what has been 
called the Philadelphia type of fire 
escape; that is, an interior fire staircase 
completely inclosed in smokeproof tow- 
ers. The committee does not believe in 
outside fire escapes, and their inefficacy 
has been abundantly proved during the 
past few weeks. 

While some of the requirements that 
may be recommended may add slightly 
to the cost of the present form of loft 
building, the committee has, in the case 
of factory buildings, as it did in the case 
of theatres, endeavored to compensate 
largely for this increased cost by mak- 
ing certain concessions in other respects. 
There are several requirements in exist- 
ing laws regarding theatres and one or 
two regarding loft bulidings that could 
be stricken out without danger to the oc- 
cupants and at considerable saving to the 
builder.

PSYCHOLOGYIN FLAT RENTING 


“Look Prosperous and Advertise,” Is 
the Motto of One Successful Dealer. 


“T once heard an advertising man say 
the times for a merckant to advertise 
were, first, when business was good, and, 
second, when it was bad,’’ said a prom- 
inent Brooklyn reai estate dealer yes- 
terday, “‘and the advertising man added 
that the time when he should spend most 
money for advertising was when busi- 
ness was poorest. 

“That made a deep impression on me, 
and I have adopted it in my business, 
coupled with one other rule. That is: 
‘Look prosperous, even if you are not. 
Only the rich man can afford to look 
poor.’ Those two rules, followed logical- 
ly, will do for any one what they did for 
me, and for me they filled my flats and 
keep them full. 


“Several yearns ago I bought a row of 


six four-story double apartment houses 
on one of the better streets in the Bed- 
ford section of Brooklyn. Opposite them 
is a similar row of six, built by the same 
man at the same time, five years ago, 
from the same plans. In the three years 
I have had my apartments I have lost 
less than 8 per cent. of my rent ye date 
idle apartments. The owner of the 
houses opposite told me he has lost near- 
ly 30 per cent., and I can believe him, 
for there never has been a time when 
he has not had bills in the windows of 
at least six—and I have seen as many as 
twenty-two—of the forty-eight flats. He 
asked me to explain my luck, and I told 
him my rule. He shook his head and 
said it was simply luck. 

“Following my rule to look prosperous 
I never put a to let sign in a window., As 
soon as an apartment is empty I have it 
thoroughly cleaned and put it into good 
condition. Then I hang lace curtains in 
the windows, which I have cleaned once 
a week. No one would know the place 
was not occupied. Outside of the janitor’s 
office there is a little gold sign that tells 
of apartments to rent and seekers come 
there first. 

‘‘Many a time I have seen people look 
up at my neighbor’s property across the 
street, shake their heads at its many 
vacancies, which they take to indicate 
something intrinsically wrong, and come 
to me. The chances are I have nothing 
to offer, for I often have a list of per- 
sons waiting to get ‘in, but if I have @ 
place I am sure of getting it filled at 
once. With one exception, and that was 
due to an accident, have never lost 
more than one month's rent in a year on 
any one apartment. Most of my tenants 
stay three or four. 

‘“ Besides ‘looking prosperous’ I adver- 
tise as soon as I hear that a tenant is to 
go, and often have a new one to go in as 
soon as the place is ready. Any one can 
do it, or if he can’t it is because his rents 
are too high or something else is wrong 
with the property.”’

Over Seventy New Manufactur- 
ing Plants Were Established 
During the Past Year. 





\COSTS AGGREGATE $5,500,000

The growth and decline of manufac- 
turing industry in New Jersey will prove 
an exceedingly interesting chapter in the 
forthcoming annual report of the Bureau 
of Statistics and Labor. This report con- 
tains the record of factories and work- 
shops that were destroyed by fire, per- 
manently closed, or removed to some 
place outside of the State. It also shows 
the new factory construction and enlarge- 


ments that were reported during the 
twelve months ended Sept. 30, 1910. 
In his discussion of the subject Winten 


Cc.

265,755 was expended for the enlargemeng 
and improvement of existing facilities 
old-established plants, making @ gran 
total of $5,495,755 additionad capital im- 
vested in factory construction and exten- 
sion during the year. 

The industries showing the largest nut. 
ber of new plants are the manufactures 
of sheet metal goods, brass goods, (cast- 
ings and sheet,) machinery, leather, 
hats, and railway cars. Thirty-three o 
er distinct industries are represented 
the year’s record of factory construction 
by one new establishment each. 

Newark is far in the lead of all cities 
and-towns with a grand total. of thirty- 
three new factory buildings at an aggre- 
gate cost of $1,200,450. Next comes Jer 
sey City, with fifteen new ~ gs repre- 
senting an investment of $773. . ol- 
lowing these in the order of expenditure 
for new factory construction come Perth 
Amboy, with $250,000; Paterson, $152, : 
Hackensack, $150,000; Belleville, $95,000; 
Bayonne, $75,000; Keyport, $60,000; Lynd- 
hurst, $60,000, and Trenton, $45,000, 

Fractically all the industrial expansion 
of the year as represented by new fac- 
tory construction is found in the middie 
counties of the State. With the exception 
of Trenton and Camden, there was but 
little activity in factory building reported 
from the southern, or extreme northern 
counties during the year 1910. 

The large gains are offset to the extent 
of approximately 50 per cent. by the de- 
struction of factory property by fire dur- 
ing the vear. The total number of fires 
in industrial plants was 117, and the loss 
per establishment ranges from $10 to $223,- 
206. The grand total of factory and work- 
shop losses by fire was $2,853,041, or 12.2 
per cent. greater than the losses reported 
for the previous year. Deducting this 
amount from the total of $5,495,775 ex- 
pended for new construction and enlarge- 
ments leaves a net gain for the year in 
the value of property devoted to indus- 
trial purposes of $2,642,734 

As a matter of course the greater num- 
ber of fires occurred in the large indus- 
trial centres, although visitations of that 
kind were experienced in many smaller 
communities. The record for Newark is 
38 fires, total loss, $712,019; Jersey City, 
10, total loss, $664,123; Paterson, 9, 108s, 
$186,556; Camden, 6; loss, $111,075. Thirty- 
five other cities and towns in the State 
report from one to three factory fires 
each—all but a few of them small, so far 
as the value of property destroyed is con- 
cerned. 

During the year 1910 five manufactur- 
ing plants representing an aggregate of 
$110,000 capital invested were moved from 
our State to other places; the reason as- 
signed by one of them for moving was 
‘labor troubles’’; the others went be- 
cause of special inducements of one or 
another kind held out by the localities to 
which they moved.

_talged congestion land values .enabled a 


to become wealthy. So, too, the tran- 

policy has tended to create congestion. 
The taxation policy has added its part. 
The owner of a rookery every apartment 
of which has added at least one victim to 
the army of consumptives has been re- 
warded by low taxes, while the man who 
has substituted healthy tenements has 
been punished because he ham tried to 
save life. 

‘There has been wanton disregard of the 
citizens’ right to health and sunshine, and 
much of the poverty is due to the policy 
of laissez faire. The results of sgon- 
gestion of population have been graphio- 
ally portrayed by the commission. 

Congestion, of course, has been very 
profitabl% for many who have been able 
to secure large dividends from thelr dark 
tenements, but, as the Congestion Com- 
mission’s report shows, the cost of un- 
healthy conditions, which have enriched 
a few, is reflected in the tax rate, borne 
by indifferent citizens and in many cases 
by the poor themselves. Ten millions of 
dollars for caring for the victims of con- 
gation is a heavy penalty for even New 

ork’s wealth. Nor does,the commission 
blame the poor for their poverty since, 
With the present laws of undistributed 
immigration and low wages, they realize 
that poverty in New York is the inevit- 
able portion of many of its citizens. 

The commission has outlined policies 
which it believes will relieve the present 
and prevent future congestion. 

First—That every resident of New York 
City is entitled to what he creates. 

Second—Healthy conditions of living and 
working for wage-earners, which are now 
impossible in New York City, are the right 
of every wage-earner. 

Th'rd—The control over the city by the 
wealthy interests must be stopped, and 
the city must be responsible for the liv- 
ae and working conditions of its people. 

hese principles are clearly illustrated 
in the few of their recommendations: 

First. Restrictions upan the height or 
volume of all buildings. Under the pres- 
ent tenement house law, in an ordinary 
six-story tenement, 1,300 people can be 
housed, or, to put it more accyrately, 
** warehoused,”’ to the acre With the pro- 
visions of the present tenement house law 
each room in a three-room apartment may 
have an average of three occupants, with 
a total of only 2% per cent. deficit of 
cubic air space. The whole population of 
Greater New York could be packed into a 
small part of Manhattan if this overload- 
ing of the land were general. 

a six-story tenement, as ordinarily 
constructed, only one room out of four 
gets an adequate supply of sunshine. The 
commission shares the conviction of prac- 
tically every man of scienc@ that sunshine 
ig essential to health. They realize, as 
évidenced in their report, that when land 
Values. increase human values decrease. 
It is possible to house double the present 
Population of New York City within the 
present confines of the city, with an aver- 
age density of only 50 to the acre. 

The commission therefore recommends 
that the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment should create zoneg or districts 
fn the city for a period of twenty years 
in the outlying boroughs, in which the 
heights of tenements should not be over 
three stories, and an equivalent restruc- 
tion should be put upon al! other build- 
ings. They have also prepared a bill, now 
hiefere the Legislature, creating two dis- 
tricts and restricting the heights of all 
tenements, except south of the south side 


. of 18ist Street, Manhattan, to four stories, 


with the proviso that for every 15 per 
cent. of the lot area left vacant in ex- 
cess of the maximum now required to be 
unoccupied an additional story may be per- 
mitted.. In addition, the ¢ommission would 
restrict the cubage or volume of all bui}d- 
ings in this Manhattan district to 174 
times the area of the lot—that Its, to a 
height of about 200 feet, or 17 stories, if 
@ reasonable proportion of the lot area 
be left unoccupied. Outside of this Man- 
hattan district the cubage or volume 
1ould be restricted to 120 times the area 
, the lot, about 12 stories, if a reason- 
able open space be reserved for’ courts, 
hese ‘provisions would insure better light, 
fewer people to the 
gere, more opportunity for parks, play- 
grounds and open spaces—and cheaper
